G, S. R, 582 (E).—In pursuance of rule 8 of the 
Narcotics Drugs & Psychotropic Substances Rules, 1985, 
Ae Central Government hereby notifies the general condi¬ 
tions for grant of licences specified below for cultivation of 
opium poppy on account of the Central Government during 
the Opium crop year commencing on the 1st day of Octo- 
ber> 1998 and ending with the 30lh day of September, 1999, 

Preamble 

The Government of India— 


Considering the indispensable medicinal me of opium. 
Recognising its role as the solicit supplier of this raw 
material to meet the global requiimeent for opiates. 

Canscious of the necessity to prevent and combate drug 
trafficking, drug abuse and narco-terrorism, hereby lays 
down the following general conditions for the grant of 
licences for opium cultivation for the crop year 1998-99„ 

1. Places of Ctiltivatton:—Poppy cultivation may be 
licensed in any tracts as may be notified in this behalf by the 

Central Government- 

> 

2. Eligibility for Cutttvation :—Cultivators who ten¬ 
dered an average yield of not less than 30 kgs Jhcctare in 
the States of M,P., R^asthan and U,P, during the crop year 
1997-98 shall be eligible for licence. 

Provided that the qualifying yield of 30 kgs/hcctare 
shall not be applicable to the cultivators of the following 
categories: 

(1) Who ploughed back their entire poppy cultivation 
during the crop year 1997-98, under supervision of the Gov¬ 
ernment ' 

(ii) Whose appeal against refiisal of licence bad bcffli 
allowed after the last date for settelment in the crop year 
1997-98; or 

(ill) Who cultivated poppy in 1996-97 and were 
eligible for licence in 1997-98 but did not voluntarily 
obtain licence for any reason or who after having obtained 
licence in the crop year 1997-98 did not cultivate poppy. 
Provided further that this clause shall not be applicable 
to those cultivators who did not sow opium poppy in the 
crop year 1997-98 and returned their licence to the 
department. 

3. Conditions of Licence ;— No cultivator shall be 
granted licence unless he/she satisfies that;— 

(a) He/She did not exceed the area licensed and mea¬ 
sured for poppy cultivaticm during the previous year. 

(b) He/She did not at any time resort to illicit cultiva¬ 
tion or was not involved in any offence under the Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 and the Rules 
made thereunder. 

(c) During the erbp year 1997-98 he/sho did^not 
violate any departmental instructions or had not aduhefated 
his/her opium. 

4. New licences:—(a) The old poppy cultivators who 
had tendered an average yield of 30 kgs./hectare or more 
during the crop years 1990-91 to 1996-97 shall be consid¬ 
ered for grant of licence in the crop year 1998-99. 

Provided that cultivators dolicensed under para 2 
above shall not be considered eligible for licence under this 
clause. 

(b) Subject to the conditions to be prescribed by 
the Narcotics Commissioner, limited applications for 
new licences may also be considered from those 
villages which tendered high opium yield during the crop 
year 1996-97. 
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5. Maximum area 

The minimum area to be allotted to each eligible 
applicant shall be 20 ares; however Ihe cultivators shall be 
given an option to apply for larger areas of30,40 & 50 arcs, 
subject to the condition that they had fully utilized the area 
allotted to them in the past. "Hie area opted for should be 
sown fully failing which the license for the next crop year 
shall be cancelled. 

A cultivator can sow opium poppy in more than one 
plot but each plot should not be less than 10 ares. 

6. Condonable limit:—^The condonable limit in respect of 
excesscultivation shall not exceed 5% of the licensed area 
and measured area. 

7. Minimum Qualifying Yield In the crop year 1998-99. 
:—minimum qualifying yield of 52 kg/hectare in Madhya 
Pradesh & Rajasthan and 42 kgs/hcctare in Uttar Pradesh 


must bo tendered during the crop year 1998-99 to become 
eligible for opium licence in the following year. 

8. Miscellaneous:—(i) These instructions are without preju¬ 
dice to the right of the Narcotics Commissioner/Deputy Nar¬ 
cotics Commissioner to issuc/withold a lictmee whenever it 
is deemed proper so to do in accordance with the provisions, 
of the Narcotics Drugs & Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 
and the Rules made thereunder. 

(ii) The quantity of opiunt mentioned above will be 
calculated at 70 degree consistence, on factory analysis.
